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Superintendent's  Report. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Weston: 

No  duty  of  the  town  is  more  important  than  the  education 
of  its  future  citizens;  because  upon  their  mental  and  moral 
training  depends  the  strength  of  a  republican  form  of  gov- 
ernment. It  is  because  our  legislators,  teachers,  and  most 
citizens  realize  this,  that  so  much  time  and  thought  is  given 
to  the  betterment  of  our  schools.  The  supervision  law  of 
1906  was  passed,  after  a  careful  study  of  similar  laws  in  oth- 
er states,  in  the  hope  and  expectation  that  our  schools  would 
be  benefited  as  have  those  of  other  states 

First  let  us  consider  the  neel  of  such  supervision.  Onr 
teachers  are  apt  to  be  inexperienced;  especially  in  these  days 
when  there  are  so  many  new  ways  for  women  to  earn  their 
living;  supplies  and  books  were  often  lacking;  there  was  oft- 
en no  systematic  course  of  study  to  be  followed  by  the  teach- 
er; the  directors  were  busy  citizens  who  were  often  overbur- 
dened with  their  own  work,  and  needed  repairs  on  the  school- 
buildings  were  neglected;  the  truancy  laws  were  often  unen- 
forced; the  frequent  change  of  teachers  was  very  harmful  to 
the  progress  of  the  pupils;  these  were  some  of  the  disadvan- 
tages which  may  be  lessened  or  done  away  with  by  skilled 
supervision,  But  it  will  take  time  and  the  hearty  co-opera- 
tion of  the  citizens  to  gain  the  best  results. 

After  this  general  introduction,  some  suggestions  of  a  very 
practical  nature  may  be  in  order.  The  district  school  build- 
ings need  paint  inside  and  out;  some  repairs  on  the  under- 
pinning; new  desks;  curtains;  a  thorough  and  frequent  cleans- 
ing of  the  closets,  the  erasure  of  all  marks,  and  severe  pun- 
ishment for  their  misuse;  banking  in  winter  and  double  win- 
dows; more  blackboards;  new  stoves  and  stove-pipe  or  a 
thorough  repair  of  the  old.  The  graded  building  is  in  need 
of  many  of  the  same  things,  especially  blackboards,  new 
desks  in  some  rooms,  and  double  windows.  It  is  not  ex- 
pected that  all  of  these  improvements  can  be  made  in  one 
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year  or  two  years;  but  a  definite  understanding  of  what  is 
needed  and  a  moderate  sum  spent  every  year  will  make  a 
great  difference  in  our  schools  in  a  comparatively  short  time. 

There  has  been  some  question  about  the  wisdom  of  main- 
taining a  high  school  in  town.  There  is  no  doubt  that  it 
costs  the  town  more  to  maintain  a  high  school  than  it  would 
to  pay  tuition  to  another  town.  It  is  equally  true  that  many 
of  our  boys  and  girls  will  at  least  begin  a  high  school  course 
who  would  not  do  so  if  it  was  necessary  to  go  to  another 
town.  All  depends  on  the  voters  of  the  town.  If  they  wish 
to  provide  the  money,  I  pledge  my  best  efforts  to  see  that 
the  high  school  work  is  as  good  as  that  of  the  other  schools 
in  the  vicinity.  It  will  be  necessary  to  raise  at  least  sixty- 
five  cents  on  the  dollar  the  coming  year  as  the  high  school 
takes  about  fifteen  cents  of  this  and  some  provision  should  be 
made  for  needed  repairs.  The  net  cost  to  the  town  of  the 
superintendent's  services  is  about  twenty-eight  dollars  per 
year. 

It  has  been  thought  unnecessary  to  discuss  publicly  the 
work  of  each  teacher.  The  directors  and  superintendent  are 
glad  at  any  time  to  rtceive  suggestions  from  citizens  in  re- 
gard to  the  schools  when  given  in  the  right  spirit.  Let  us 
remember  that  we  have  the  same  end  in  view,  the  training 
of  our  boys  and  girls  to  be  useful  citizens.
